his profession.

days when the public taste had been oui 
tivated by scenic revivals to demand or 
to appreciate the best work in that line. 
When he had accomplished the particu­ 
lar task for which he had been brought 
over, he had to either adopt a new held 
of exertion or return 
to England.

They brought to an early death the dem­ 
ocratic-liberal candidate and blighted 
the reputation of the artist.

W a s h i n g t o n , Juno 4 .—In the Senate 
the Silver bill was taken up an I Mr. 
Pugh addressed the Senate. 
His sD eeeh 
was largely devoted to a criticism of the 
tariff bill. 
He concluded with the state­ 
ment th at he would join his vote to the 
votes of those who were in favor of free, 
unlimited, and compulsory coinage of 
gold and silver bullion. 
Mr. 
Farwell addressed 
the Senate 
upon the same topic. 
He declared him­ 
self in full accord with the purposes of 
the bill, but said that lie was in favor of 
going still further. 
He would use for 
money all the silver offered and not a 
stipulated sum as provided for in the 
bill; aud he would coin it at its m arket 
value. 
If the price of silver should ad­ 
vance to par with gold pts the friends 
of the bill claimed 
it would) then 
free coinage would come as a m atter of 
course. 
W hat objection could there be, 
he asked, to putting into the silver dol­ 
lar IOO cents’ worth of silver? 
W hat 
difference would it make to anybody if 
a dollar were made intrinsically w si tu 
IOO cents? 
The people could not have 
too much money. 
No people ever had 
too much. 
Hut in his judgm ent the bill 
would not accomplish its object. 
Two 
other things 
were 
necessary. 
The 
national bank system should be pre­ 
served and the 
sub-treasury 
system 
abolished. 
When these measures were 
adopted the people could get all the 
money they needed. 
T he issuing by 
the government, under 
the pending 
bill, of 
treasury 
notes, 
with 
sil­ 
ver bullion behind them as security, 
furnished a circulation th at was abso­ 
lutely 
safe 
and 
could 
not 
be 
redundant and would still supply the 
monthly retirem ent of 
the National 
bank 
currency. 
The National bank 
iystem should be perpetuated by sub­ 
stituting 
other 
bonds 
than United 
States bonds to secure circulation. This 
would go very much farther than any 
other measure that he could conceive of 
to increase the volume of currency. 
T he people would then utilize all the 
best bonds of tho country and would 
procure such circulation as the business 
of the country demanded. 
At the close of Mr. Farwell's speech, 
the Silver bill was laid aside w ithout 
further action.

in the Departm ent of Agriculture a. food 
division, whose chief shall receive 83,000 
per annum and shall be charged with 
the duty of procuring and having anal­ 
yzed samples of food or drugs sold in 
any State or Territory other than where 
manufactured. 
The introduction into 
any State or Territory from another 
State or T erritory of any adulterated 
food or drugs is prohibited under pen­ 
alty of fine and imprisonment.

drug shall be deemed to be adulterated 
when it differs within the knowledge of 
the seller from the standard of strength, 
quality, or purity laid down in the 
United States pharmacopoeia or other 
standard works or when Its strength or 
purity falls below tho professed stand­ 
ard under which it is sold.
